Navy Cockyard and the arsenal establishments, is locatcd on Yuzhnaya Bay 
(southern Bay); other naval establisiments, however, are spread over the 
entire iain Bay. Details about their lucation are not available nor is it 
xnown to what extent they ere ready for use or under reconstruction, For 
example, it is not know low far the numerous bunkers fer storing torpedoes: 
SuG (un srimuniticn, ete., part of which sre driven deep inte the rock of 

the steep shore, have bee: reconstructed in the meantime or are still beiry 
rewerected, Only the bunker loeatcd not fer from the submarine wharf on tle 
eastern sice o.! the Southern Bay is definitely knovm and has been cont irmec 
repeatedly. the installstions at Troitgia Balka are probably being recon 
structed, with some of then agcsin in operation. Yor shctches showing de=-
